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Man admits sex 
attack on girl, 12

A MIDDLE-AGED man has 
admitted a sex attack on a 12- 
year-old girl, which sparked off 
a major manhunt in Haverhill 
and left his victim traumatised. 

Michael Collyer, 36, admitted 
sexual assault by penetration in 
Haverhill last luly, when he app¬ 
eared before Ipswich Crown Court 
this week. 

His case was adjourned for sentence 
until August, so that psychiatric reports 
can be prepared. Collyer, of Hundon 
Place, Haverhill, had been due to go on 
trial for the offence, but changed his plea 
to guilty when he appeared at a 
preliminary hearing. He has been in 
custody since he was arrested in late 
August last year. 

Three other child-related charges, 
including a sex assault on a second young 
girl and child pornography allegations, 
were allowed to lay on file. Judge John 
Devaux remanded Collyer in custody until 
he is sentenced, which will be as soon as 
possible after August 3. 

Police cordoned off a section of the 
well-used old Railway Walk footpath 
through the centre of Haverhill after the 
daylight attack at around J.50pm on July 
24 last year.

Save our Sally Army 
shop, says manager 
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SALVATION Army vol¬ 
unteers have organised a 
petition to have their 
charity shop re-opened 
amid fears that their 
whole church group 
could collapse. 

Claire Grossman has man¬ 
aged the Salvation Army shop 
at Gloucester Road, Haverhill, 
for the past three-and-a-half 
years with a team of eight 
volunteers, but was horrified to 
learn late last week that she was 
to be made redundant and the 
shop is to close next Thursday. 

Claire also runs a day centre 
each Monday for 40 elderly 
people, mainly in their 80s, at 
the Salvation Army Hall in 
Chauntry Road, Haverhill, and 
she fears that the hall and 
adjoining church building 
could also be under threat of 
closure. 

So far, 40 people have signed 
a petition against the shop 
closure and Claire says the 
congregation at the church has 
dwindled from around 30 
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people to just three since new 
Captain Jonathan Wylie took 
over last year. 

Claire claimed Captain Wylie 
had told her that the shop was 
not making enough money. She 
also claimed he had dumped 
most of the shop’s stock in a 
skip not long after he arrived. 

Claire said: “We are going to 
hold a garage sale on Saturday 
to sell off the remaining stock 
and hold a closing down sale in 
the shop. It has taken me a year 
to build up the stock again and 
it is not just a shop, it is a place 
for people to meet. 

“I have been opening the 
shop up for two extra days a 
week for nothing to keep it 
open because I think there is a 
need for it. There is a recession 
on and people are using charity 
shops more than ever. 

“A lot of older people come 
here who don’t see anyone from 
week to week. 

“The playgroup moved 


elsewhere and he has shut 
down the youth club and the 
fellowship - we are worried that 
the whole thing could close 
down.” 

Captain Wylie declined to 
comment but a statement from 
from the Salvation Army said 
no other changes were planned 
other than the closure of the 
shop. 

It said: “After a series of 
consultations, in which we 
have considered the needs of 
the local community as well as 
the rising cost of continuing to 
operate the service, a decision 
has been taken to close our 
charity shop in Haverhill. 

“We are confident that shop¬ 
pers will still be able to obtain 
the items they require locally. 

“We are currently conducting 
a community survey to see how 
the Salvation Army may best 
serve the people and comm¬ 
unities in Haverhill. 

“Aside from the charity shop, 
no other aspect of our work or 
mission in the area is under 
threat.”

‘Please return my 
daughter’s phone’

A SINGLE mum whose 
autistic daughter lost her 
mobile phone during a 
visit to a fair is appealing 
for help in getting in 
back. 

Savannah Hanlon, 11, was 
enjoying her first-ever outing 
without her mum Wendy when 
she visited the fair at Haverhill 
Recreation Ground last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Her mobile phone was in her 
back pocket, but when she 
returned to her home in 
Queensway, Haverhill, she 
discovered it was gone. 

Mum Wendy wants to appeal 
to anyone who finds the phone 
to return it to her daughter. 

Wendy said: "It was her first 
mobile phone that she got as a 
present at Christmas, it is in 
perfect condition, as she really 
looked after it well. 

“That phone was her lifeline, 
she has autism, is extremely 
vulnerable, has limited social 
and life skills, so needs a phone 
to call for help should she need 
it. 

“Also because of her cond¬ 
ition and lack of ability to relate 
to people, she gets really 
attached to objects, so losing 
her phone is like losing a much¬ 
loved pet to someone else, she 
is distraught. 

“She is 11 and has only 
recently started going out with 
her friends occasionally. She 
needs all the chances she can 
get in learning social skills and 
the best way she can do this is 
by going out with her friends 
and experiencing life. 

“She is unable to do this 
without her phone, as I need to 
keep in constant contact with 
her to make sure she is OK.

“I know for sure that some¬ 
one has picked it up, as I rang it 
as soon as she realised it was 
lost. 

“To begin with it was ringing, 
but half-an-hour later, it was 
going straight to answerphone, 
meaning it had been switched 
off. It can’t have run out of 
battery, as it was put on charge 
before she went to the fair. 

“I can’t afford to buy her a 
new one straight off, as I can 
only work part-time because of 
my daughter’s condition. Also, I 
am a single mother with a 
mortgage and bills to pay, with 
only my wage coming in. 


“Please could someone listen 
to their conscience and hand it 
in or post it through the Weekly 
News letterbox when the office 
is closed. 

“It is only a £60 phone, 
nothing flash, it won’t work for 
anyone else, as I have had a 
block put on it, but to my 
daughter it was her lifeline and 
to me a lot of money to lose. 

“It is a Nokia 5310, black with 
pink on the sides of the screen 
and was in a pink case with a 
picture of a cat on the front.”

False accuser gets suspended sentence 


AFTER his attempt to buy 
drugs went wrong, a Haver¬ 
hill man falsely accused two 
others of robbery, a court has 
heard. 

Marco Santos, 33, gave 
police descriptions of his two 
alleged robbers and even 
picked one out during an 
identity parade. But Ipswich 
Crown Court was told that his 
claims were lies, which 
resulted in two innocent men 
being held in police custody 
for more than seven hours. 

Santos, of Bute Court, was 
caught out when police 
reviewed CCTV pictures from 
the area where he had said 
the robbery took place, but 
officers could find no trace. 

fudge David Goodin said 
that the false robbery alleg¬ 
ation had led to the waste of 


41 hours of police time and 
the offence “comfortably” 
crossed the custody thres¬ 
hold. 

However, after reading a 
pre-sentence report prepared 
by the Probation Service, the 
judge said he was prepared to 
suspend the eight-month jail 
term he was imposing for two 
years. 

Kate Stephenson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that after several re¬ 
runs of the CCTV recording, 
Santos finally admitted that 
he had made up the story. 

He said he had been trying 
to get back money which he 
had handed over to a man 
who then left without giving 
Santos the cannabis he 
wanted. 

Santos, who is Portuguese, 
pleaded guilty to an offence 


of attempting to pervert the 
course of justice by making a 
false statement to police. He 
claimed that the robbery had 
taken place between March 3 
and March 11. 

After admitting that the 
robbery report had been 
false, Santos was arrested and 
searched, said Miss Stephen¬ 
son, resulting in him being 
found in possession of 
cannabis, for which he 
received an official caution. 

Christopher Morgan, mit¬ 
igating, said that Santos 
lacked good personal and 
problem solving skills, but 
was not a persistent offender. 

Santos maintained that he 
had been involved in a failed 
attempt with one of the men 
arrested to buy cannabis. 

Mr Morgan said: “He felt he 


had a legitimate grievance. It 
is a serious offence because 
of the taking into custody of 
two individuals, one who may 
have had nothing to do with it.” 

Santos was also ordered to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
community work and pay 
£713 toward prosecution costs. 

fudge Goodin told him: 
“This was a disgraceful 
episode in which two people, 
innocent of the untruthful 
allegations you made against 
them, were detained.” 

Santos was warned by 
fudge Goodin that failure to 
comply with the sentence 
passed or the committing of 
further offences during the 
time the jail term was 
suspended was likely to result 
in him being sent immed¬ 
iately to prison. 
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Girl dragged 
into bushes

The girl and a friend had 
passed a man sitting on a 
bench near Dovehouse 
Road and continued to walk 
towards Arrendene Road, 
before the same man 
walked past them as they 
approached the bridge near 
Water's Edge. 

One girl managed to run 
off, but Collyer grabbed the 
12-year-old, who is now 13, 
and dragged her into 
bushes, where he carried 
out the assault. 

Suffolk Police mounted a 
manhunt and put the case 
in the hands of its major 
investigation team. The 
force set up a mobile police 
station in the area after the 
attack to reassure residents 
and staged a reconstruction 
to help track down the 
attacker. Officers spoke to 
around 100 people before 
they tracked down Collyer. 

The attack was described 
in court as “opportunistic” 
and lasted less than a 
minute. At the time, Det¬ 
ective Inspector Martin 
Wright described the girls as 
being “extremely traumat¬ 
ised”. 

The pair were offered 
specialist counselling to 
help them deal with the 
effects of the incident.

A KINDHEARTED school 
caretaker is organising a car 
boot sale as part of a 
fundraising campaign to help a 
school with few resources in 
Thailand, her home country. 

Suan Noy Argent lives at the 
caretaker’s bungalow at 
Westfield Primary School in 
Manor Road, Haverhill, after 
coming to England to get 
married 25 years ago. 

When she returned to 
Thailand last year, Suan visited 
a mountain school, where her 
cousin works as a teacher and 
took along provisions and 
equipment. Now she is raising 
more cash, with support from 
staff and pupils at Westfield, 
and hopes to send another £500 
to the school.

“The children here have 
everything and do not 
appreciate it, but there, you take 
one football and their faces light 
up. The school has already been 
very supportive, they had a 
Christmas play and raised £85.1 
have already got about £200 
and I would like to raise £500.”

cancellation, leaving in three 
weeks’ time ... panic! 

“I had never done 100 miles a 
day before, so I said to the tour 
company I would have a go at 
doing 100 a day for four days 
over Easter and see how I felt. 

“I did it, but pulled my right 
Achilles tendon - with only two- 
and-a-half weeks to the start, I 
was unsure it would heal in time. 

“The tour company called me 
on the Tuesday following Easter 
Monday and needed a ‘yes or no’ 
from me as someone else 
wanted the place, so I said ‘yes’, 
with fingers crossed. 

“I was helped by Christine 
Jefferys at Haverhill Osteopathic 
and Sports Injury Practice, who 
was very helpful and gave me 


acupuncture and ultrasound, 
which greatly improved the 
injury, but movement of the 
ankle still caused pain. Christine 
kept in touch with me by text 
over the nine days. 

“I also discovered that if I 
pedalled with the foot flat and 
minimise flexing my ankle, it 
helped. 

He added: “At the end of the 
day, I had to ice it, but thankfully 
it held out."

I think the public have a right to know what money 
has been spent on their behalf by their MPs. 

“The system which has developed is ridiculous and 
embarrassing. 

“There should be a simple system of a lump sum 
of money which should be totally transparent.” 

Among Mr Spring’s additional costs allowances for 
2007 was £35.25 for tackling a wasps’ nest. 

He said: “I have no recollection of making a claim 
for that. I’m not sure why I put that in. It seems to 
be an odd thing. 

“I have a thatched cottage and the wasps had built 
a nest at the front and I couldn’t get in because 
they were flying around the front door.” 


DETAILS of MPs’ exp¬ 
enses claims have finally 
been published by the 
House of Commons - but 
many of the details which 
caused a public outcry 
have been omitted. 

Information about many 
claims that provoked public 
outrage has been blacked out of 
the official paperwork, which is 
now included on the Commons 
website. 

The release of tens of 
thousands of claim forms and 
receipts on the website more 
than a year after the High Court 
ordered their publication is 
likely to lead to demands for 
greater openness. 

It is impossible to identify 
many of the abuses which came 
out as a result of the earlier leak 
of the same material to the 
Daily Telegraph - before crucial 
details were blacked out. 

There are no addresses for 
MPs’ homes, meaning it would 
have been virtually impossible 
to identify so-called “flipping”, 
whereby MPs switch the 
designation of their second 
properties to maximise their 
claims. 

Also “redacted” - in other 
words edited out - are the 
names and details of people 
and companies to whom 
payments were made using 
expenses. Correspondence 
between MPs and the Com¬ 
mons Fees Office has also been 
removed.

Among the material which 
has not been released is the 
notorious schedule of expenses 
submitted by Tory MP Douglas 
Hogg, which included the cost 
of clearing the moat at his 
Lincolnshire country home, 
and fellow Tory Sir Peter 
Viggers’ disallowed £1,645 claim 
for a duck house. 

In May, it was revealed South 
Cambridgeshire MP and shad¬ 
ow health secretary Andrew 
Lansley would refund £2,600 
claimed for improve-ments to 
his thatched Tudor cottage in 
Cambridgeshire, which was 
redecorated using expensive 
Farrow & Ball paint before being 
sold in 2006. 

After the latest details were 
officially released, Mr Lansley 
was keen to play down the 


publication, arguing that no 
new embarrassing pieces of 
information would be emerging 
and insisting there had been no 
wrongdoing on his part. 

He said: “I, along with other 
members of the party, did 
voluntarily pay money back, 
not as an admission of 
wrongdoing, but to recognise 
that the public felt the expenses 
system was over-generous.” 

He also said he did not see 
the need for personal details to 
be blanked out, adding: “People 


who want to know where I live 
can look me up in the phone 
book.” 

lim Paice, Tory representative 
for South East Cambridgeshire, 
said he felt some of the 
censoring of details had been 
excessive. 

He said: “I am pleased 
addresses and bank details have 
been kept private, but there are 
some things which I do not 
think should have been. 

“I do think they have gone 
over the top with hiding some 


of the details and that could 
make the general public 
suspicious.” 

Scotland Yard officers could 
announce full criminal invest¬ 
igations into a handful of MPs 
over their expenses within 
weeks. 

Commissioner Sir Paul 
Stephenson declined to spec¬ 
ulate on how many MPs might 
face a police probe, which 
includes the prospect of being 
interviewed under caution or 
even arrested.

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Cash fears 
hit project 
at hospital

LOOKING at the fields around 
Addenbrooke’s shows you 
something big is going on. 

A small army of diggers and lorries 
have been at work on a spur of the 
guided busway that will link to 
Addenbrooke’s and an access road that 
will connect the hospital with the Mil. 

The new transport links are needed 
to ferry staff and patients to the 
transformed Addenbrooke’s set out in 
the hospital’s 2020 Vision. 

The ambitious expansion plan aims 
to double the size of the site and create 
a biomedical campus of international 
standing. 

A new £200 million home for Pap- 
worth Hospital is part of the vision, 
with an £80 million children’s hospital 
and new emergency department 
among the other possibilities. But the 
vision is jarring against uncomfortable 
realities. 

Despite the fact that outline planning 
permission was given by Cambridge 
City Council in November 2007, final 
approval has still not been awarded. 

The reason for the hold-up lies with 
those transport links and with the 
tough economic climate. For every 
development, whether a hospital 
expansion or housing, the developer 
must make a contribution to services 
or infrastructure that is needed for the 
development. 

In the case of the 2020 Vision, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council requires 
several millions of pounds in pay¬ 
ments towards the guided busway and 
access road from the developers, 
Countryside Properties and Liberty 
Property Trust UK. 

For the council, the sticking point is 
the need for guarantees that it will be 
repaid the money it borrowed to spend 
on the guided bus spur and access road 
- whatever happens in the future. The 
council says it is making sure tax¬ 
payers are protected from risk. 

But until a Section 106 agreement is 
in place, planning permission cannot 
be given. And until there is planning 
permission, Papworth cannot get on 
with the tough business of asking the 
Government to back a major public 
building project, to be funded under 
the Private Finance Initiative (PFI), 
during a recession. 

Robert Burgin, Papworth chairman, 
told a governors’ meeting this week 
that the delay was “beyond a joke”. 

Mr Burgin described a move from 
Papworth’s outdated current home as 
“clinically necessary”, adding: “The 
quicker we get on with it the safer it is 
for our patients.” 

Stephen Bridge, Papworth chief 
executive, said the delay hinged on 
“last minute details to be resolved 
between the developers and the 
landowner”. 


Another by-product of the Section 
106 saga is the half-built Addenbrooke’s 
access road, which has been left as a 
“road to nowhere” stopping short of 
the hospital at the railway line. 

The developers will fill in the final 
stretch, the section they are respon¬ 
sible for, when a Section 106 is in place 
and planning permission is given. 

Graham Hughes, the county coun¬ 
cil’s director of growth and infra¬ 
structure, said the council was “work¬ 
ing hard” to end the 2020 delays, add¬ 
ing: “We understand the need for 
Papworth to get this issue resolved.” 

Mr Hughes said: “There are issues 
between us and the developers in terms 
of guarantees that we require all 
developers to make in terms of Section 
106 payments. 

“I would stress the point that what 
we are dealing with is something very 
different to the way Section 106 
agreements normally work.” 

He added: “What we are asking now 
is for the means of guaranteeing that 
money does come back to us. We don’t 
want to sign any agreement without 
specific guarantees.” 

The council aimed to “ensure local 
taxpayers’ money is protected”, Mr 
Hughes said. 

He added: “A lot of the issues we are 
facing on these legal agreements are 
because of the difficult economic 
climate. Things that might have been 
easy to agree a while ago are not easy 
now. Developers need to protect 
themselves as well.” 

A spokesman for Countryside Prop¬ 
erties and Liberty Property Trust UK 
said payments for major infrastructure 
were agreed nine months ago and the 
timing of the payments was agreed six 
months ago. 

The spokesman said the delays were 
“beyond the control of the developers 
and their partners”, adding: “The 
developers would like to urge the 
planning authorities to expedite the 
planning consent as soon as possible so 
that they can go on to create a ‘can-do’ 
scientific health care centre of 
excellence in Cambridge including a 
new Laboratory of Molecular Biology 
for the Medical Research Council, a 
new home for Papworth Hospital and 
the expansion of Addenbrooke’s.”

Quadrophenia 
in new clothes 


A NEW stage adaptation of 
QUADROPHENIA-the 
seminal story of the 60 s 
Mod era as seen through 
the eyes of a hedonistic 
teenager - has arrived in 
Cambridge. 

Here, legendary Who guitarist 
and songwriter Pete Townsend 
shares his thoughts on the 
production, which is being 
performed at Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

■ How did you come to write 
Quadrophenia ? 

I have a strange way of 
approaching what I do. I am 
inspired by very diverse 
circumstances and conditions. 
With Quadrophenia, a very wide 
range of inspirational strands 
came together in a very short 
space of time. The Who as a band 
decided to build a commercial 
studio for themselves. I was 
already building a private studio 
for myself in the country. I was 
also pursuing a new idea, telling a 
story using sound effects. So I 
was often out and about with a 
field recorder listening to trains, 
birds, cars, planes, rivers, the sea 
and the chatter of people in pubs. 

In the midst of all this came the 
news that quadraphonic sound 
was about to arrive as a domestic 
format on vinyl records. Pink 


Floyd had already pioneered four- 
channel sound in their concerts, 
but what excited me was bringing 
The Who - an astonishing band to 
stand in the middle of when they 
played at full tilt - to life on vinyl 
in surround sound. 

At the same time, I felt I wanted 
to try to compose a set of songs 
about the internal struggle I saw 
so many of my peers were still 
experiencing. A lot of them 
seemed to have drug and alcohol 
issues that had turned into 
psychoses. Remember that my 
immediate peers had all been 
Mods, most of them, and so it 
was natural to set the story in the 
closing years of that movement. 
Subsequently the idea was 
somewhat deepened, but also 
somewhat confused, by the 
notion that a member of The Who 
could reflect each facet of 
Jimmy’s character. I am still 
uneasy about this. This is the 
story of a member of our 
audience not of the band, but we 
had big egos and wanted to 
feature in the story somewhere. 

■ What can audiences expect 
from this new adaptation? 

We are hoping for a new kind of 
musical. That is probably 
dangerous, but that is what we 
want. It will not resemble the film, 
except that I believe The Girl 
(Sydney Rae White) will be more 
important in this play than she 


was on the album and more 
pivotal than in the film. On the 
album we only observed the girl 
from Jimmy’s screwed-up point 
of view. In the film, and more so 
in our play, we see her as real 
person, with her own story to tell 
and her own frustrations about 
what Mods did and did not 
achieve. 

I want the show to entertain, of 
course, but a grander mission is 
to see it connect with the 
audience as well. Good rock 
music, as we now call my kind of 
pop, must be functional, it has to 
do something more than just 
entertain. 

■ How do you think new 
audiences - those who have yet 
to discover the film - and 
existing fans will respond to this 
adaptation? 

I have no idea. But the young 
cast members all said they felt a 
connection with the issues it 
embraces. But then they would, 
wouldn’t they? My concern is that 
Mod old-timers might get too 
caught up in what they believe to 
be the fine details. We are not 
trying to recreate the Mod world.

Fun taking those 
first Sunny Steps

WHETHER they’re stomping 
across the floor like a dinosaur 
or flying round the room like a 
fairy, the children at Sunny 
Steps clearly have a whale of 
a time. 

Beaming from ear to ear, the pre¬ 
schoolers jump and jive, wriggle and 
even do forward rolls around the 
dance floor. 

“The reward for me is seeing their 
faces,” admits Alison Thompson, 
who runs Sunny Steps, a dance and 
movement class for 2 to 4-year-olds. 
“They absolutely beam. And I love to 
see that moment when they have 
enough confidence to take a step 
away from their parent or carer and 
join in: they really listen to what I’m 
saying and focus on what we’re 
doing ... That’s a very special 
moment.” 

Alison, herself a trained dancer, set 
up Sunny Steps in 2002 - when her 
eldest child, Katie, now 9, was just 2 
years old. 

“I went to lots of groups,” she 
explains. “And I realised that I was 
doing things at home that we didn’t 
do in the classes - like creeping 
round the kitchen like tigers, or flying 
around like Peter Pan. 

“Several of my friends said ‘We 
don’t do that, we do “the wheels on 
the bus’” - and if you did a group 
we’d be interested in coming along. I 
went home and wrote down some 
ideas, I ended up with reams and 
reams! I then made it more 
structured, and so Sunny Steps was 
born.”

went on to study at the London 
Contemporary Dance School; after 
performing professionally, she then 
started to teach. 

When she became a mum - she 
now has three children, Lucy, 7, and 
Benjamin, 4, as well as Katie - Alison 
decided she wanted a job which 
would fit in with family life. And 
Sunny Steps, she adds, does just 
that. 

Every session begins with a 
warm-up, followed by all kinds of 
movement and dance - using props, 
like ribbons and pom-poms, a wide 
range of music, from nursery rhymes 
to Elvis, and plenty of imagination. 

“We were doing Bob the Builder 
today,” laughs Alison. “So we had to 
spin round and round like Dizzy and 
wash the windows at Farmer Pickles’ 
house...” 

Alison runs four weekly Sunny 
Steps classes - in Papworth Everard, 
St Ives, Chesterton and Cambourne. 


All are drop-in sessions which she 
describes as “fun, friendly and 
relaxed”. 

“I think the sessions boost 
children’s confidence. They introduce 
them to movement and exercise, 
what our bodies can do - like stretch 
up high, crouch down low, move 
quickly, move slowly. It’s also good 
for their balance and spatial 
awareness. 

“At the end of the class I ask the 
children to help me put the props 
away. They sit at one end of the room 
I stand at the other. And I ask them 
each, in turn, to bring back their 
ribbon, feather, whatever. 

“Some children run, which is great. 
But, occasionally, a child will try 
something different - like doing 
rolypolys - and that’s fantastic.”

Smelling of roses 
is best and worst 


R oses are Britain's 
favourite plant, 
according to a new 
poll - but they are also on 
our most hated list. 

Some 7,500 people voted 
online to establish the nation’s 
gardening loves and hates in the 
inaugural Gardeners’World 
Awards 2009. Roses topped the 
poll as the most loved plant, but 
also the most hated. 

While some loved the variety 
of appealing scents and styles, a 
long flowering season and an 
iconic image of romance, others 
damned them for “all those 
prickles and overblown 
blossoms”. 

Roses can also be plagued by 
aphids and blackspot, and can 
demand high maintenance. 

So how can we turn our most 
hated plant into one that we will 
all love and cherish? 

Adam Pasco, editor of BBC 
Gardeners’ World magazine, 
insists that choosing roses is a 
very personal thing, and that 
someone else’s taste may not be 
yours. 

“Don’t tar all roses with the 
same brush. Just because some 
roses don’t appeal doesn’t mean 
there aren’t others out there 
you’ll love,” he says. 

“There are roses to suit every 
style and taste. Look further than 
those in local garden centres to 
discover the rich and diverse 
range available from specialist 
rose nurseries. 

“You’ll find them all on the 
internet, with colours to suit any 
scheme. Don’t grow them in 
isolation, but mix roses with

other flowers to create 
enchanting combinations.” 

Names play a big part in rose 
appeal, he believes. 

“Dozens of new varieties join 
old favourites each year, but 
those we love tend to have 
names that are personal and 
meaningful. 

“Their name is often as 
important as colour, shape and 
form, so search around for roses 
with names that really mean 
something to you.” 

If you want roses with real 
flower power, choose repeat¬ 
flowering varieties that bloom 
again and again, right through to 
the autumn. 

“For many people, a rose 
without scent simply isn’t worth 
growing,” Pasco advises. “While 
cut blooms in supermarkets 
often smell of nothing, those 
being bred for our gardens offer 
stunning fragrance to die for. 

“In fact, good fragrance comes 
at the top of the list with most 
rose breeders, as they know 
that’s what people are now 
looking for.”

time-consuming regular care 
regime, but now there are many 
new types on the market which 
simply don’t need as much 
looking after. 

Sweet peas and fuchsias came 
second and third in the nation’s 
favourite garden plant category, 
while ivy and hostas were the 
second and third most 
unpopular. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH Heuchera 

This evergreen ground cover 
plant has been used in 
abundance in all the gardening 
shows this year, its upright stems 
bearing small flowers which 
attract bees. 

I love the darker-leafed 
varieties such as H Chocolate 
Ruffles, with its brown, ruffled 
leaves and H micrantha Palace 
Purple, a clump-forming 
perennial with dark, purple-red 
foliage topped with airy sprays of 
white flowers in summer. If you 
want vivid green leaves, go for H 
Green ivory, which forms bright 
green, lobed and rounded foliage 
that can make an effective edging 
plant. It produces small green 
flowers on upright stems in early 
summer and will tolerate full 
shade where the ground is 
constantly damp. 

Heucheras are best planted in 
groups. Many are very tough and 
will tolerate - and even thrive in - 
a semi-shaded position, and are 
not pH sensitive. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Kohl Rabi 

The unusual bulbs, or swollen 
stems, of this vegetable are best 
picked and eaten raw grated in 
salads when they are a bit bigger 
than a golf ball. Sown in April, 
May and June, they can be 
harvested in eight to f 2 weeks. 

At this time of year you can 
sow the seeds directly into the 
soil thinly in drills with rows 
around f 2 inches (30cm) apart. 
Thin the seedlings until plants 
are 4-6in (JO-J5cm) apart. Water 
and weed carefully to avoid 
damage to the thin stem, and 
make sure you don’t let the 
ground dry out or the kohl rabi 
will become tough and woody. 

Harvest by lifting the roots and 
removing the stem underneath 
the swollen bulb. 

Peel older bulbs before grating 
into salads, stir fries or boiling. 
Roots can be stored for a short 
time in boxes of sand or peat, 
once the outer leaves have been 
removed. Good varieties include 
’Kolibri FI’, with its deep purple 
bulbs and white flesh, or ’Lanro’, 
a green type ideal for soups, 
coleslaw and salad. 

THREE WAYS TO ... 

Keep birds off fruit 

J. Net the plants of emerging 
fruits, but make sure you check it 
twice a day to ensure birds have 
not become trapped. 

2. Thread some old CDs 
through a washing line secured 
above crops such as strawberries 
- the movement and reflection 
should deter the birds. 

3. Install a fruit cage around 
trees to protect your harvest.

ONE glance tells you this 
is the Z4 for today, writes 
Matt Joy: it looks sharper, 
even more heavily 
sculpted them before and 
more desirable as a result, 
but the big news is the 
roof.

So despite 
previously saying that a 
folding metal roof was un¬ 
necessary BMW did the 
decent thing and created a 
new roof that gives coupe- 
looks and security while 
retaining the delights of wind 
and sun if you want. 

It’s a little bigger too, not by 
a noticeable amount viewed 
from the outside, but there 
are gains from the stretch on 
the inside. While the cabin of 


the Z4 is as snug as you would 
expect from any two-seater, it 
shouldn’t result in twitchiness 
from the claustrophobic. 
Better still is the revised cabin 
layout, which puts the 
essential controls high up on 
the dash while still leaving 
room for the satnav system 
should you specify it. 

It looks smarter than before 
and more substantial too, 
although it doesn’t actually 
take up any more room - 
much effort has been 
expended in order to add a 
little more interior space. It’s 
effective too: there’s a handy 
glovebox over your right 
shoulder which can swallow 
10 litres of whatever, and 
while the door bins are more 
like pockets, you can still 
squeeze plenty in there. The 
only backwards step is the 
cupholders, which once 
sprouted handily from the 
dash but now lie under the 
armrest and are a bit too 
shallow. But if that’s all that’s 


wrong with the cabin, then it’s 
clearly a success. 

There’s also been some 
tweaking going on in the 
engine room. The Z4’s line-up 
now consists of three engine 
choices: 2.5-litre and 3.0-litre 
petrols, plus the 3.0-litre twin- 
turbocharged unit seen in the 
1 and 3-Series models. Hence 
the slight name change: Z4s 
now wear the “sDrive” label, 
which denotes two-wheel 
drive and a sporty bent, as 
opposed to the 4WD “xDrive” 
models. 

As the entry-level model, 
the sDrive23i delivers 204bhp 
and 1841b ft of torque - 
modest hot hatch output 
these days - but unlike many 
of those, the BMW’s unit is 
six-cylinders and naturally 
aspirated. So while it may not 
deliver the mighty punch in 
the back that a turbo unit 
gives, it is infinitely smoother 
and more balanced in its 
power delivery. You need to 
rev it to extract maximum 


performance but 
that’s no hardship, 
as the gearbox is 
slick and the 
straight-six 
powerplant gives 
up a pleasing 
snarl as you do so. 
The figures are no 
less impressive: 0- 
62mph takes just 
6.6 seconds and it 
runs on to 
149mph, which 
should be more

than enough. But if you want 
your Z4 to be more of a 
muscle car, then the bigger 
engines will supply the buzz. 

The excellent engine range 
is something of a given with a 
BMW, but the old Z4 had 
something of a reputation for 
being a little firm in the ride 
department. That’s all 
changed now because not 
only does the standard car 
have different suspension 
settings, there’s an Adaptive 
M Suspension option that 


changes the damper settings, 
giving you three options - the 
stiffest of which is similar to 
the old car’s standard settings. 

Basically 

The Z4 is still sporty of course, 
but in comfort mode there’s 
no need to wince or wear a 
gumshield over potholes. Yet 
it loses none of die sharp and 
responsive reactions that 
make a sports car - and a 
BMW - everything it should 
be.

Best and worst

A FAMILY-SIZED hybrid 
vehicle - the Honda Insight - 
was named green car of the 
year by the Environmental 
Transport Association (ETA) 
this week. 

The Insight emits just 101 
grams of carbon dioxide per one 
kilometre (lOlg/k) and beat off 
the challenge of more than 1,300 
other vehicles examined by the 
ETA. 

In contrast, the “dirtiest” car 
was found to be the 8-litre Dodge 
SRT-10 sports car, which emits 
488g/k. 

The ETA said a year’s driving in 
the Dodge SRT-10 emits the same 
amount of C02 as is absorbed by 
322 mature trees - the equivalent

ETA director Andrew Davis 
said: “The discrepancy between 
the greenest and the least green 
cars in Britain today is striking, 
but the market is changing and a 
combination of consumer 
pressure alongside Government 
leadership will result in an 
increasing choice of 
environmentally-sound cars. 

“The big problem is not the 
Dodge SRT-lOs and 
Lamborghinis because there are 
not many of them on the road. 
The concern is that people are 
continuing to buy cars that are 
much too big for their real 
needs.” 

The ETA said many of the 
most-polluting cars on British 
roads were signed up for the 
Government’s “cash for bangers” 
car scrappage scheme. 

The ETA said the initiative had 
been described as “green” 
because it aimed to replace older 
vehicles with new, fuel-efficient 
models. 

The ETA went on: “In theory it 
means someone who scraps a 
1999 Volkswagen Lupo TDi 3L, 
(81g/k) and buys a 2009 Bentley 
Arnage (465g/k) would receive a 
£1,000 taxpayer-funded payment. 
The Bentley produces more than 
five times as much C02 as the 
smaller car.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
